AN ASTONISHING ARBITRATOR. 


Be T|cclf!en an International Quf'stion Ae- 
cortlins: to His 8yni|mtliioM. 


W ashington, Jan. 5,—The cause of a r ­ 
bitration in the settlement of claims 
between nations has received a severe 
check in the award by the arbitrator 
In the case of Oberländer and Messen­ 
ger, who claimed $50,000 and $25,000 re­ 
spectively, for ill treatm ent by the Mex­ 
ican authorities. 
The arbitrator was 
the 
Argentine 
minister 
at 
Madrid. 
Benor Quesada, and his decision was in 
favor of the Mexican government and 
against the American claimants. 
Tlie 
discouraging feature of the decision is 
that In making the same the arbi­ 
trator 
apparently 
overlooked 
every 
■point of law, according to the English 
standards, and decided the case with 
reference to his sympathies. 
It is said 
that a more extraordinary opinion than 
this from a legal point of view was 
never seen at the state department. 
Oberländer was a deputy 
sheriff in 
California, and he was kidnapped and 
taken acros.'J the border by Mexicanotll- 
cers. 
Mrs. Messenger, in vvhnso house 
he had taken refuge, was 111 treated 
When It came to rendering his de­ 
cision, the arbitrator, it Is said. Ignored 
the facts and reasoned that because the 
United States government had not rec­ 
ognized the rights of the Chi nest* gov­ 
ernment to indemnity for the killing of 
Chinese at Rock Sprin;-;s. Wy<».. while 
Insisting upon indemnity for l< sse.^^ su s­ 
tained by American mlsslonaiies 
in 
China, we could not expect to have an 
indemnity awarded our citizens in such 
cases as this. This peculiar lack of legal 
perception is said at the departm ent to 
be almost without a parallel in the 
history of arbitrations, and has u n ­ 
doubtedly done much to prevent the 
submission of other claims to arb itra­ 
tion unless it can first be known that 
the arbitrator Is familiar with the prin­ 
ciples of common law, according to the 
English standards.

Mrs. Ella M. Lang of Covert, Van 
Buren county, through her attorneys. 
Gore & Harvey, of this city, has just 
brought action in the United States 
court at Grand Rapids asking the H. 
W. Williams transportation company 
of South Haven for $20,000 for the death 
of her husband, who was burned to 
death on the City of Kalamazoo a year 
ago. 


The steamer City of Kalamazoo, 
owned and operated by tne Williams 
company, was burned at her dock in 
South Haven on the night of Novem­ 
ber 30, 1896. The crew had spent the 
preceding week in stripping and laying 
up the boat and were still eating and 
sleeping aboard the vessel. The dec- 
aration alleges that the watchman had 
been discharged and the steam and 
lights on the boat were left in opera­ 
tion with no one to watch them. At 2 
o’clock in the morning fiames were dis­ 
covered and Joseph Lang, the husband 
of Mrs. Lang, with two others was 
burned to death in his attempt to es­ 
cape. 


The leaving of the ship without a 
watchman is alleged gross negligence 
and the widow who has no means of 
support for herself and two children 
seeks to recover $20,000. 


This will be a test case and if suc­ 
cessful Levi Gowens will bring a simi- 
ar suit for the death of Uose Gowens, 
the colored girl who was burned on the 
boat.

lieve can only be answered in the neg­ 
ative. Before there can be growth 
there must be life. The forces that 
neutralize the elements of society for a 
natural propagation of creative and 
productive power are dormant and in­ 
active from want of nutritious food 
furnished by wholesome legislation. 


Substantial and permanent growth 
is the fruit of prosperity and emenates 
directly in ¿the equitable distribution 
and exchange of those things that sus­ 
tain life, stimulates industry and pro­ 
motes the general and indiscriminate 
welfare of mankind. Under such de­ 
sirable conditions trade expands, im­ 
provements multiply and every willing 
hand Unds profitable employment in 
creating something through his es­ 
pecial skill or line of business for him­ 
self and family, or for exchange for 
those things created by his fellow co­ 
worker, the surplus all told of which 
add to the annual increase of wealth, 
or if you choose, the capital of the peo­ 
ple 


If these results do not obtain in a 
community or nation blessed with con­ 
tinuous bountiful harvests, abounding 
mineral deposits and material wealth 
to supply every need, augumented by 
an unparalleled system of facilities for 
manufacture and transportation, the 
logical and patriotic mind at once in­ 
augurates a search for the cause. 


At the very inception of the search a 
vast portion of the people are found 
without homes, but are prevented by 
law and the vested rights of the kings 
of capital from exchanging their labor 
for them. The same vast portion are 
found without sufficient food and rai­ 
ment, while the warehouses, granaries 
and clothing depots are bursting open 
from fullness. 


The problem is ready for solution, 
but tne charitable and unselfish mind 
no sooner raises its voice to expose the 
cursed conspiracy agaiust the rights of 
the people than the “wise and honor­ 
able men of the east” rise up in a 
chorus 
of 
protests that “national 
honor" must be defended and the “sa­ 
cred rights of contract” preserved. 
Their agents command the people to 
be contented in their poverty—telling 
them that they are poor because there 
is tOQ much wealth—that they are hun­ 
gry because there is too much to eat— 
that they are poorly clad because there 
is too much to wear. Thus the ends of 
justice have been defeated and u per­ 
verted and deformed system of econ­ 
omic practice maintained 


The facts are, industry on which 
growth defends, is a very sick patient, 
just at the present time, with no vis­ 
ible signs of early convalescence. And 
to the discredit of the attending physi­ 
cians the past few years—all of whom 
belong to the same school of medical 
science, the patient does not improve, 
but continues to grow weaker as the 
bleeding method of treatment is regu­ 
larly and persistently employed. In 
the absence of any relief, wisdom would 
natuia ly suggest the calling in of 
counsel, that a proper diagnosis of the 
case might be had: lest the patient re­ 
main sick and probably die from mal­ 
practice. 


U'.cuvery lies in a change of doctors 
and the remedies prescribed. A irood 
liea’thful circulating medium is re- 
quiiv.d to give tone and vigor to the 
system, which must be safeguarded 
from the possibility of congestion in 
any j ortion or place in the body organ­ 
ism; when the patient will recover and 
universal national and local growth 
will comfort and bless a forbearing and 
patient humanity. 


U ntil this change can be had the ills 
with which we are inflicted must be en­ 
dured. 


The level of so-called “sound money” 
prices have not yet been reached, and 
people of wisdom and business sagacity 
have learned that investments in any­ 
thing, except bonds and securities are 
unsafe. W ho will improve today only 
to hold depreciated values tomorrow? 
Who will exchange appreciating dol­ 
lars for depreciating property? None 
except those who are unfortunately ob­ 
livious to the real situation. 


Third: 
Have 
you any 
general 
prophecy to make about 1898? 


YVe have an aversion to assuming 
any claim to the gift of prophecy. The 
term as generally accepted pre-sup- 
poses 
a 
super-natural 
significance. 
But if you will permit us to substitute 
the more liberal interpratation of writ 
ing what we believe to be the results 
that are the legitimate offspring of the 
force of events, we will venture a mod 
est forecast. 


Preliminary to our predictioa, we 
wieh to note some of-the claims of re 
turning 
prosperity. 
These 
claims 
have been iterated and 
re-iterated 
for more than a year; yet greater num­ 
bers are eating at free soup houses 
thau at any other period in our history. 


Uradstreet and the subsidized press 
parades before the people as evidence 
supporting their claims the increased 
earnings of railroads and corporations 
—all organized into formidable trusts; 
concealing the fact that the curtailing 
of expenses in way of reduced wages 
salaries and the number of employees, 
far overbalance the increase claimed. 


The iron industry is pointed to with 
much gusto, when that branch of Am 
erican trade is merged into one gigan­ 
tic impregnable trust, to limit the sup 
ply and control the output; thus de 
teating the ends of the law of 
and demand. 


The good fortune of the wheat grow 
er is daily displayed in the columns of 
the “advance agent’s” organs of good 
tiroes, without reference to the limited 
number benefitted and the unlimited 


tion of additional property security, and 
so on ad-infinitum. 


If these are evidences of returning 
prosperity we mistake the meaning of 
the term—we have been laboring un­ 
der the delusion that prosperity meant 
the well oeing of all the people. 


In conclusion, we venture the predic­ 
tion in the presence of those prevailing 
absurdities practiced on the public. 
The administration of government by 
an executive, congress and judiciary, 
interested in the continuance of pres­ 
ent conditions, or bribed to aid in main­ 
taining them, that relief will not be 
be had until the people again have a 
chance to rebuke the treachery of 
these public servants by retiring them 
to private life. 


We further predict that the admin­ 
istration with its horde of corrupt and 
designing officials, who seem to be 
actuated by no other motives than the 
redeeming of election pledges and the 
conferring of special privileges, will be­ 
come the most odious and despised of 
any in our history. And finally the re­ 
sults of 1898 and 1900 will re-establish 
the principles of government espoused 
by Jeffersonian democracy and Lincoln 
republicanism.

Kansas City. Jan. 5. — After about 
three 
months of inactivity 
Kansas 
City’s 
train robbers scored 
another 
brilliant achievement last night. 
This 
time the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf road is the sufferer. 
The com­ 
pany’s Port Arthur express, which left 
the company’s station here at 6:40 last 
night, was robbed before it had passed 
beyond 
the city limits. 
Two 
men, 
whom no one but the express niessen- 
ger seems to have seen, climbed into 
the express car as the train left the 
station. They overpowered the messen­ 
ger, bound and gagged him, and rifled 
the car before the train came to a stop. 
When the train slowed up at a railroad 
crossing known as Air Line Junction, 
near the southeastern limits of the city, 
they climbed out of the car and disap­ 
peared. Nothing was known of the rob­ 
bery until a negro train porter entered 
the car and found the helpless express 
messenger. 
At this writing nothing is 
known as to the amount of booty se­ 
cured. 


Robbe«^« Rifled the Local Safe. 


After the train had been stopped and 
others of the crew had come forward 
and released the express messenger, it 
was found that the robbers had rifled 
the local safe, taking from it every­ 
thing of value. They had made no ef­ 
fort to disturb the through safe, which 
is protected by a time lock. From Air 
Line Junction a telegraphic report of 
the robbery was sent to the city and 
the train proceedsd south. The Wells- 
Fargo company 
controls the express 
business on the Pittsburg 
and Gulf 
road. 
At the express company’s oidce 
here C. R. Teas, the local manager, 
stated that there was not much of value 
in the local safe and that $200 or $300 
would probably 
cover the company’s 
loss.

In police circles, 
however, the Im­ 
pression is that the robbers secured 
several thousand dollars in money and 
jewelry. 
The report received at the 
express company’s 
office here states 
that the robbers entered the exprss 
car as the train was passing Kyrads, 
having forced the rear door with a 
“Jimmy.” E. N. Hyde, of Kansas City, 
was the express messenger. Upon turn­ 
ing from his \vork he looked into the 
barrel of a six-shooter. The messenger 
offered no resistance, though he was 
well armed, and after the robbers had 
bound him one of the two stood guard 
over him while the other rifled the safe.

The robbers are described as smooth 
faced young men and the fact that both 
were extremely nervous while in the 
express car is taken as evidence that 
they are new recruits to Kansas City’s 
force of train robbers. 
At 7:10 o’clock 
last night a special train was sent to 
the scene of the robbery wMth a force 
of policemen and marshals, and these 
men are now scouring the country along: 
the river banks in search of the rob­ 
bers. 
Though last night’s robbery is 
the flrst that has occurred on the P itts­ 
burg and Gulf line it is the sixth crime 
of the kind perpetrated in Kansas City 
within fifteen months. There have been 
several arrests of alleged train robbers 
during this period, but there has not 
been a single conviction.
